1. This OfRce action is responsive to Applicant's submission filed on April 16, 2008. 
Claims 1-13 and 15-28 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The rejection of claim 2 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicant's amendment. 

3. The rejections of claims 1-28 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) have been withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's amendment. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of 
the claims have been withdrawn as noted above. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5 . Claims 1 - 1 3 and 1 5-28 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record does not teach or reasonably suggest, in the combinations and in 
such manner as recited in independent claims 1,16 and 22, extracting single method calls from 
each complex method call in the source code of a software program and recursively replacing 
each single method call with a phase variable, parsing the phase variable to resolve any 
polymorphic behavior associated with the extracted method calls, and constructing a

representation of interactions between objects of the software program from information 
generated for the single method calls, as reflected in Applicant's arguments (see Applicant's 
remarks, pages 8-1 1).
